Budget work will be harder in the 2008 Legislative Session 


Guest Editorial by 
Rep. Terry Spicer 


The 2008 Legislative Session 
begins on February 5, and there 
is a lot of work to do before the 
opening gavel. 

The most important thing the 
Alabama Legislature does every 
year is set the budgets for edu- 
cation and state agencies. How 
we use precious tax dollars 
maintaining and improving vital 
public services is the key issue 
for any lawmaker. While pass- 
ing statutes is important, fund- 
ing is always the critical issue. 
What good is a law if there are 
no resources to enforce and 
uphold it? What good is a pro- 
gram if there is no: way to pay 
for it? 

It looks like this year the state 
budgets will require a lot of 
work and tough decisions. 

The Alabama state budget is 
divided into two categories: the 
Education. Trust Fund and the 
General Fund. The Education 
Trust Fund pays for our K-12 
schools, as well as our state col- 
leges, universities, and two-year 
institutions. The General Fund 
pays for everything else, from 
prisons to the courts, Medicaid 
to public health, and all other 
state services. 

As it turns out, the Education 
budget is the larger of the two— 
$6:7: billion this. year. Unlike 
most other states that rely most- 
ly on local property taxes to pay 
for schools, Alabama pays: for 
its’ _public--seheols mostly 
through state sources. We have 
the lowest property taxes in-the 
nation: - : 

To pay for schools, we have 
earmarked the state income tax 
and the state sales tax .to. the 
Education Trust Fund. 
Dedicating certain taxes to spe- 

cific efforts lets folks know that 
theirtax: dollars are being spent 
wisely, Nobody. likes paying 
taxes, but at least we know what 
exactly they are paying for. 

And that investment — in 
schools is paying off. Our test 
scores are up, and drop out rates:

While revenues were flat, 


costs have risen dramatically for ° 


programs paid by the General 
Fund. The courts. have ordered 
reduction in prison overcrowd- 
ing, Medicaid and other health 
care costs have spiraled upward, 
and we've hiréd more state 
troopers and increased our child 
protection services. 

The Geheral Fund is under 
constant strain. There are some 
capital gains from the trust, and 
a few other sources we hope to 
put together to get a budget that 
will pay for these vital services 
next year. 

Organizing and passing budg- 
ets are certainly. some of the 
toughest -work we have in any 
session, This year, with the 
economy unsettled, it may be 
one of :the toughest years in 
recent memory.

| [Hunting Deer From 
The Ground 


Most serious deer hunters in Alabama hunt deer from an elevated 
stand. But that doesn’t mean one is wasting his time by. hunting 
whitetails froma ground stand or by still hunting. 

It is comimion to hear still-hunting and stand hunting described as 
the same, but there.is a difference. Still-hunting is the art of moy- 
ing ever so quietly and slowly through the woods, stopping often to 
look and listen for game movement. Stand hunting is just what the 
name implies, taking a stand and hunting. from it. A stand may be 
an.elevated platform, or simply sitting on the ground and leaning 


back against a tree. 


When we look at hunting methods ‘used in the western:states, we 
find hunters harvest more game while hunting from the ground than 
they do in elevated stands, One advantage western hunters have 
over us southerners is the distance’ involved. Out west it is not 
uncommon for hunters to havé to shoot at game 300 yards away. 
While this might put a strain.on ones marksmanship, game is much 
less likely to smell or see a hunter at this range. 

In Alabama and other southern states, the typical shot at a white- 
tail is less than 100 yards. 


Anytime wé are on the ground and within 100 yards of deer, the 


chances are greater they will smell, see, or hear us before we detect 
them. Ground hunters must take even more precautions than their 
tree sitting buddies if they are to connect. Eliminating body odor, 
checking wind direction, and blending in with the natural foliage is 
even more critical when hunting from the ground. 

For those of us who don’t have the patience to sit in a tree.all day, 
still-hunting is a pleasant change of pace. I often sit in a tree stand 
until | began to get stiff and want to move around, I'll then spend 
ah hour or two slowly creeping through the woods, pausing for sey- 
eral minutes at good spots. 

A quality pair of binoculars is almost a necessity when still-hunt- 
ing. How many tithes have you spotted that clump of broom sage’ 


or distant stump that looked like it had antlers until you put the — 
glasses on it? Still hunters and stand hunters on the ground should © 
scan the area looking for horizontal lines that seem out of place in | 


the otherwise vertical woods. Often all one needs to zero in on a 
trophy is that give away twitch of an ear or a tail. 

Clothing should be selected with care also. Nylon or other fab- 
rics that make a “‘swishing” noise when rubbed together should be 


avoided while still-hunting. Cotton, wool, and fleece are better — 


choices. 

Hunters who have a disability or just simply don’t want to sit on 
a limb with the squirrels and birds need not pass up a deer hunting 
invitation. I know several hunters who never climb a tree, but they 
get their deer most every year,
